The disorders began after Protes- 

tants gathered at Waverly Market, 

where the Catholics were holding 
an open-air mass meeting. Men 
and women, singing hymns, hiss- 
ing and booing, converged on the 

Catholics and flung missiles at au- 

tomobiles and busses, which had 

brought them to the meeting. Cries 
of “Down with the Pope!” were 
heard.

ROBOT PLANES FOR 
GUNNERY PRACTICE 


Operated by Radio Over Land 
and Sea; Take Off 
From Ships. 


By the Associated Press 

LONDON, June 25.—The Air Min- 
istry disclosed today that a number 
of pilotless machines were in regu- 
lar use for gunnery practice over 
land and sea. 

The airplanes are called the 
“Queen Bee” type, are operated 
completely by radio, fly more than 
100 miles an hour, and reach an 
altitude of more than 10,000 feet, 
but their radius is confined to 10 
miles from the operating station. 

An Air Ministry official said: 

“They can be controlled so fine- 
ly that without anyone aboard they 
will take off from the land and 
perform a flight limited only~ by 
fuel and the distance from the 
wireless station, then descend again 
with complete accuracy. 

“They can also be catapulted from 
ships at sea and brought down on 
the water after completing the 
flight.” 

The pilotiess planes, which carry 
nothing beyond -their mechanism, 
look like ordinary planes. Until to- 
day, these machines have been on 
the Air Ministry's “secret list.” An 
official said: “The machines have 
been flying successfully for some 
time.” 

“A special service flight,” said tne 
official, “was formed in 1934 equip- 
ped with these airplanes for the 
flights particular purposes.” These 
“purposes” thus far, it was stated, 
were only for target practice. 

Although they usually are flown 
within sight of the radio station op- 
erator aboard ship or at a land bat- 
tery, the official added, “they need 
not necessarily be visible to him.” 

The nature of the wireless me- 
chanism was kept a secret. 

It was said, however, that with 
push buttons and switches, the ma- 
hines could be put through almost 
all the evolutions of a piloted air- 
plane, including dives and rolls.

FIRM GETS TWO YEARS 


Pleads Guilty of Getting 
$6800 Through ‘Loophole’ 
in Bookkeeping. 


Vincent A. Gones, assistant cash- 
ier at the Krey Packing Co., 2100 
Bremen avenue, who “found a 
loophole” in his employer’s book- 
keeping system and took $6800 of 
the company’s funds, pleaded guilty 
of embezzlement before Circuit 
Judge Russell today and was sen- 
tenced to two years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Gones was arrested last June 5 
when officers of the company 
found that one of their customers 
had sent in a check for a consid- 
erably larger amount than that 
shown to be owed to the company. 
Investigating, they found the sys- 
tem by which Gones had taken 
funds from time to time for the 
last four years. 

To officers at the North Market 
Street Police Station Gones  ex- 
plained that he found that no ac- 
curate check was kept by the com- 


pany on goods returned. When 
drivers came back with charge 
slips, he said, he would merely 
substitute a credit slip showing 


that part of the goods taken out 
had been returned and take the 
corresponding amount of money. 

Gones, who lives with his wife 
and 15-year-old son at 3812A Pen- 
rose street, is 37 years old. His 
salary at the packing company was 
$18 a week. He told officers that 
he had used the extra funds for liv- 
ing expenses. 

On the day he was arrested he 
went home and gave $1650 to his 
wife, telling her to “put it away.” 
After he was arrested, however, 
his wife became _ suspicious and 
went to a lawyer, who advised her 
to return the money, which she did. 
The amount charged in the em- 
bezzlement does not include the 
$1650 returned by his wife. 

Gones went to work for the pack- 
ing company in 1930. In 1927 he 
served two three-month terms in 
the Workhouse on his pleas of 
guilty of petty larceny.

MEXICO, Mo., June 25.—Judge 
William C. Hughes of the Eleventh 
Judicial Circuit will be ready, with- 
in a few days after the opening 
of the fall term of court in Audrain 
County Sept. 2, to begin the trial 
of Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, 
charged with kidnaping Dr. Isaac 
D. Kelley for ransom. The trial 
was sent here from St. Louis Coun- 
y by Judge Nolte yesterday on 
hange of venue. 

While it is probable the court 
will first dispose of the docket of 
ocal cases before going into the 
ong kidnaping trial, there are few 
cases on the docket and none which 
s expected to take more than a 
ew hours to try. 

Mexico is quite agog in anticipa- 
tion of being the arena of one of 
the most celebrated criminal trials 
in the history of the state. Its 
courts have had little criminal 
business. An occasional murder 
trial of purely local interest, a 
burglary case now and then, and 
once in a long time the trial of a 
bank robber have made up the 
court's criminal dockets. The coun- 
ty never has had a kidnaping case. 

Jurors From the Farms. 

Selection of a jury to try the 

case probably will not be difficult. 


Jury panels for the most part are 


made up of farmers, and, it was 
said by court officials, comparative- 
ly few Audrain County farmers ever 
have heard of the case. 

Court officials, who from time to 
time visit all parts of the county, 
today said there had been little dis- 
cussion of the case even in Mex- 
ico. 

To a considerable extent the pop- 
ulation is made up of descendants 
of Southerners who came to this 
part of Missouri in the early days 


from Kentucky, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas. It is a 
hospitable county and town. The 
residents are of a high aver- 


age in intelligence and education. 
They are law-abiding and come well 
within the classification of a “God- 
fearing people.” 

Father Preached in County. 

It is a religious community in 
which the numerous churches are 
well filled on Sunday, and _ the 
Wednesday night prayer meetings 
are well attended. In the county 
there are 21 churches of the Baptist 
denomination alone, and at two of 
these the father of Mrs. Muench 
served as pastor some 25 or 30 years 
ago, though there are few persons 
who now remember him. He 
preached at rural churches, the 
Zion Church and the Bethlehem 
Church about 15 miles from Mex- 
ico.

A War Ministry Commission flew 
here from Bogota to investigate the 


tragedy, the worst in South Amer-| 


ican air history. 

One of the skeletons still grasped 
a pistol, from which one cartridge 
had been fired It was believed to 
have been that of a German pilot 
who was trapped in his plane. 

All South America was shocked 
by the accident for Ernesto Sam- 
per, the “Lindbergh of Colombia,” 
and Carlos Gardel, Argentinas 
most noted “tango singer’ and 
movie actor, were two of those 
killed. 

The accident occurred on the 
ground as two big (Ford) tri-mo- 
tored transport ships raced across 
the Olaya Herrera Airport in sim- 
ultaneous takeoffs while a crowd 
which had assembled to bid fare- 
well to Gardel screamed in horror. 

Plane Bought Month Ago.

f;0v. Park today said he had re- 
ceived an oral opinion from Attor- 
ney-General McKittrick questioning 
the legal authority of Supt.

Warns of Politics in Job Service. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

HAVE been interested for several 
| Eon in the operation of the St. Louis 
employment office and deem it little short 
of a tragedy that, according to the news 
article in the Post-Dispatch of June 20, 
the “State is to take control of the job 
bureau in the city.”. This will mean that 
control] of this most important work is to 
be shifted from the Citizens’ Committee 
to an entirely new base. 

It is obviously to the advantage of cer- 
tain political interests to gain control of 
the employment office just at this time 
when all the jobs to be given out under 
the huge Federal public works program 
are to be allocated through the employ- 
ment bureau. As a citizen and a tax- 
payer, I have no interest in contributing 
to the building up of a political organiza- 
tion. The Citizens’ Committee stood as a 
protection against any such misuse of 
funds, inasmuch as the employment bu- 
reau was operated on a non-partisan sys- 
tem of placements, and on the merit sys- 
tem for its personnel. 

The funds for the operation of the St. 
Louis office will now come from three 
sources, the city and the Federal Govern- 
ment contributing equal sums, while the 
State's share will amount to only a very 
small part of the whole. It seems rea- 
sonable that the city should maintain 
some watchfulness over the expenditure 
of its money, and, as a citizen, I call upon 
the Mayor to do so. 

I understand that the condition under 
which the Federal Government will 
match the fund appropriated by the city 
is that the employment office shall meet 
certain standards set up by the Federal 
department. This may prove the only 
safeguard to maintain for St. Louis a 
true employment service, instead of a re- 
cruiting station for the spoils system. Let 
the citizens of St. Louls be awake and 
know what this innocent employment of- 
fice might contribute as a vote-getting 
device if it is permitted to become a cog 
in a machine instead of fulfilling its sole 
purpose of putting unemployed men and 
women in jobs for which they are fitted.

| The reaction to President Roosevelt's tax message 
'may be fairly divided into two categories. One ele-

“The taxes proposed by the President,” 
says one sympathetic observer, “will be no more bur-

British Chancellors of the Exchequer have done. 
What does such a comparison show? Taking up 


the matter of inheritance and estate taxes first—the 
President proposed, among other things, the imposi- 


tion of a Federal inheritance tax to supplement the 


|existing estate tax—we find first of all that Great 


| Britain has had an estate duty, sharply graduated 
according to the size of the estate, since 1894, where-

as our Federal estate tax, excepting three inconse- 
quential levyings for very short periods, goes back 
only to 1916. 

But it is not the fact that the British were paying 
taxes on estates nearly a generation before the pres- 
ent estate tax was levied by Congress which is worthy 
of particular notice in the United States just now. It 
is rather the great difference between the exemptions 
and the adjustment of the burdens in the British 
and American systems. From the first, the British 
estate duty has applied to all estates amounting to 
more than £100, or approximately $500, the minimum 
rate in force at the present time being 1 per cent. 
Rates on larger estates range as high as 50 per cent. 
On the other hand, the first American law allowed 
an exemption of $50,000 on each estate, and taxed 
estates only 1 per cent between $50,000 and $100,000. 
There have been periodic changes in the law, but at 
the present time, American estates continue to enjoy 
a great advantage over British estates in exemptions. 

Moreover, British estates up to $10,000,000 pay 
heavier rates than do American estates. Magill, 
Parker and King, in their new book, “A Summary of 
the British Tax System,” show that whereas the 
American estate of $100,000 pays $1500 to the Fed- 
eral Government, the British estate of the same 
amount pays $8000 to the British Treasury. If we 
seek out the rates on representative large estates, 
we find them to be as follows: 


Size of Estate. U. S. Tax. British Tax. 
$ 200,000 $ 11,600 $ 24,000 
300.000 25.600 48 000 
400,000 41,600 72 000 
500.000 59.100 95,000 
1.000.000 169,100 240.000 


As would be expected to follow from the foregoing 
facts, the British Treasury realizes much more from 
the collection of estate duties than does the United 
States Government. In 1928, the British Government 
collected more than $386,000,000 in death duties. For 
the same year, ) ithe gong Federal estate tax 
vielded only $60,006,000.

Last year, the American Federal 
collections rose to nearly $104,000,000, but the British 
revenue also stood at a record high of more than 
$426.000,000, or substantially more than four times as 
much as the American revenue from this source. 
An investigation of the income tax systems in 
the United States and Great Britain discloses con- 
trasting situations substantially like those existing 
in the field of estate taxes. The British have paid 
income taxes for a much longer period. They pay on 
lower incomes. They pay at higher rates. Thus, a 
married man without dependents in this country pays 
but $8 under the Federal Revenue Act of 1934 on an 
income of $3000, whereas his British cousin earning 
the same amount pays $247. If their incomes are 
$10,000, they pay $415 and $1620, respectively. If 
they each earn $100,000, the American pays $30,000 
and the Britisher $45,000. While it is true that there 
is no state income tax in Great Britain, it is also 
true that there is none in approximately half the 
American states, including such populous states as 
lilinois, Pennsylvania, California and New Jersey.

A CHANGE IN MEXICO. 
Revolutions have been caused 
less significant events than the recent parting of 
the ways President and Gen 
Calles, the two dominant political figures of the coun 
try. That the breach between the chief executive 
and the former power behind the throne has taken 
place without disturbance thus far is an indication 
of the stability now attained by Mexico.

was made clear by his recent public statement de- 
ploring the “marathon of strikes” and calling on the 
Government to deal firmly with labor. It was this 
statement that brought a climax in the growing 
estrangement of the two leaders. It was followed by 
Cardenas’ dismissal of his Cabinet and its reorgani- 
zation to eliminate Calles adherents. The strikes, 
Cardenas explained, are “the consequence of a read- 
justment period.” 

Calles, virtual dictator of Mexico for almost a dec- 
ade, departed from the capital with the statement 
that he was “leaving full responsibility for public 
affairs with those who have them in their hands.” It 
was an honorable withdrawal, but it does not, of 
course, preclude the return of the “President maker” 
to political activity when he considers the time is 
ripe. 

Cardenas’ support is widespread and impressive 
enough to augur well for the continuance of his 
Government. Labor is almost solidly behind him, 
as are the peasants and students. A majority of the 
Congress, after some wavering, pledged support, and 
the army did likewise. The National Revolutionary 
party, of which Calles long was leader, has gone over 
to Cardenas by naming Emilio Portes Gil, a Calles 
opponent, as its president. Against Cardenas are ar- 
raved the conservative business groups, representa- 
tives of foreign capital and their political friends. 

In the field where the Cardenas Government has 
been most severely criticised, the church dispute, 
there is now hope of amelioration. Tomas Garrido 
Canabal, leader of the anti-Catholic campaign, is 
out of the Cabinet, which is notable for the mild 
views of its members on the religious question. It 
may be that Cardenas has learned that church and 
state may be separated, as in this country, without 
resort to persecution. Certainly an end of church 
war will be welcomed abroad and should likewise 
strengthen Cardenas at home. In sum, endurance 
of the new Government will be measured by its ac- 
complishments and by the attitude of Calles.

T seems but a few months since the wha 
| tever was sweeping the country. In every 

community, special committees were set up 
to spread the word that the NRA had come 
to cure our troubles, that the Blue Eagle 
would lead us out of the depression. The en- 
thusiasm can be compared only with a Lib- 
erty Bond drive during the World War. 

Employers felt that at last they had been 
freed from that vicious price-cutting whieh 
had wrought such havoc. Employes were 
filled with hope for the future. The long 
hours which had been required of them were 
to be reduced to a reasonable day. The 
shorter work day for these men who were 


receiving work would mean that some. of 
the former employes who had been kept 
from work for many months could. be 


brought back into the plant to earn a living 
Twelve-hour days and seven-day weeks 
would be abolished and replaced by six or 
eight hours’ work a day, with one or two 
days a week for living. 

Many of the adjustments required for the 
fulfillment of our purposes were not ef- 
fected, but many of the worst conditions 
were abolished. We entered the early stages 
of a wholly new economy. We left the 
regime characterized by “rugged individual- 
ism” and uncontrolled working conditions, 
and entered upon a new régime in which 
the Government took a definite hand in our 
industry.

The legislation on which this tremendous 
social experiment was based has now been 
wiped away. Will the momentum of these 
brief months carry us ahead to the goal 
which we sought? Will industry voluntarily 
continue to reduce hours and increase rates 
of pay until equilibrium is reached in our 
productive system”? Will the right to or- 
ganize and bargain collectively be protected 
by employers, though they be free from com- 
pelling legislation? .The answer to all of 
these questions is most certainly in the nega- 
tive 

We know, from the tragic experience of 
1931 and 1932, that wage earners must suf- 
fer untold hardships brought about directly 
by competitive price-cutting in industry. We 
know. from of bitter experience that 
wage earners will be subjected to relentless 
persecution if their right to organize and 
bargain collectively is not protected. Today, 
this problem is more serious than. ever 

Countless union groups throughout the 
land will be victimized by unscrupulous em- 
plovers wh determined to rid 
shops of union men regardless of cost.

I was launched on these autumn- 
al reflections by a paragraph which 
I recently came upon concerning 
Dr. Arcadius Avellanus, an affable 
octogenarian whose austere rule 
in life it is to converse, if at all, in 
classical Latin—not, mind, you, in 
the diluted monkish idiom which 
priests use for their orisons, but in 
the undefiled speech of Augustan 
Rome. In this paragraph it was 
related how his cronies were incor- 
porated as The Society of Latin 
Gentlemen, and I realized with a 
start that when the late Dr. Her- 
bert Cromwell] took me to call on 
Avellanus back in 1912, they were 
probably looking me over for mem- 
bership without my knowing it. Let 
me admit at once that I was not 
elected. Yet, at the time, if mem- 
ory serves, I came away from that 
meeting with a warm sense of hav- 
ing done rather well. 

I approached the text apprehen- 
sively enough. To be sure, I had 
studied Latin for six years, and 
unless there was something down- 
right fraudulent about the Hamil- 
ton College prospectus, had ac- 
quired thereby an enviable amount 
of a non-negotiable asset hazily 
identified as mental discipline. But 
I had not in the process learned 
any Latin to speak of—certainly 
not any Latin to speak with. As 
Dr. Cornwell led me firmly to the 
rendezvous, I cast despairingly 
about in my mind for snatches of 
Roman small talk I might try upon 
our host. For one giddy moment I 
considered the practicability of be- 
ginning frankly with the statement 
that I sang of arms and the man. 
who first from Trojan shores, etc. 
But this did not seem particularly 
apt. Nor could I, in the ordinary 
chit-chat across a bumper of musty 
Falernian, count on any opportuni- 
ties to observe that I feared the 
Greeks when bearing gifts, or that 
it was easy to go down into hell. 
Then it seemed too likely that Avel- 
lanus was already aware of all 
Gaul having been divided into three 
parts.

R. CORNWELL kept assuring 

me that one easily picked up 

the knack, and he might have 
quieted my misgivings even more 
effectively by a hint that, as a mat- 
ter of fact, Avellanus would gladly 
do all the talking. Nor was the 
ensuing conversation all unintelligi- 
ble. Thus, when Avellanus asked 
me if I would have a convolvulus, 
I was sustained through the test 
by the convenient circumstance 
that he was holding out a box of 
cigars to me at the moment. And 
1 would not have you think that I 
myself remained mute and motion- 
less throughout the entire dazing 
encounter. When the hour was 
over, | knew the right Fascisti ges- 
ture of farewell. In one sense. at 
least, I had not seen “Julius Cae- 
sar’ in the theater for nothing. 
And my parting remark, while not 
precisely profuse, was at once so 
impeccantly correct and so felicit- 
ously apt that I rather thought of 
it as making up for a tongue-tied 
hour. Your correspondent, who up 
to that time had taken no part in 
the conversation, contented himself 
with saying, “Vale'” 

These were the ghosts invokedthy 
the mention of Avellanus. But when 
you cast such a net into the deeps 
of your memory you do bring up 
the most unexpected fish. Thus, 
recollection of that long-forgotten 
afternoon set me thinking of Dr. 
Cornwell, and of a day in his office 
when he told me, with a good deal 
of excitement in his voice, that he 
had just had a letter from his 
brother. This, it seems, was an 
event in their family, for, while a 
student at Harvard long before. this 
brother had excused himself during 
a lecture, walked nonchalantly out 
of the classroom and, after leaving 
word for the family not to worry 
about him, had vanished into the 
unknown. Now, 18 years later. a 
shot in the leg from the gun of a 
rival rubber-planter on the Malay 
Peninsula had laid him up, and this 
enforced leisure was permitting 
him to catch up at last with his cor- 
respondence. The 18 years had been 
filled with adventure in far lands 
and seas. There were tales of pearl- 
diving expeditions and hazardous 
exploits in a nefarious trade known 
to the South Seas as biackbirding. 
We swallowed them all, with an in- 
mocent appetite undulled by the 
Frederick O'Briens and Joan Low- 
ells, who were yet to come. 

One of his experiences has never 
lost its first fine thrill for me. It 
seems that on a Polynesian island 
where, while stricken with fever, he 
was either shipwrecked or ma- 
rooned, he lay hithself down to die 
beside a shaded spring, only to be 
found there by a puzzled and puz-

An Irish Playwright Longs

LONDON, June 24. 
EEING London from the top of 
S: bus with Sean O’Casey was 
a delightful experience. Land- 


ing many visits to the British cap- 
ital took on a new interest when 
described by the Irish author from 
the upper front row of No, 74. 
Punctuated with pungent observa- 
tions on the signs of the times, 
even Pontings bargain basement in 
South Kensington took on an add- 
ed glamour as we broke our jour- 
ney long enough for me to invest 
in some shilling wool socks, recom- 
mended by Mrs. O’Casey.

But I’m anxious to 
enter him in an American school. 
I want both my boys to go through 
American colleges, for instance, one 
like Harvard.” This brought to 
mind his lecture on Elizabethan 
drama at Harvard dast fall and his 
very favorable impression of that 
learned institution. 

Out into the park we went 
“where we sometimes take our tea.” 
Niall and his nurse headed one 
way. We went toward the Thames. 

“Are you at work on a new 
plav?” I ventured. 

“Not yet,” he replied. “T’m lazy 
and it takes me a long time to 
think over what I want to say. I 
have three or four ideas, however. 
Eventually I'll select one and go 
to work on it.” 

“Could you give me an idea what 
the plays may be about?” I asked. 

“Art, religion. sex and politics,” 
he replied. “That’s all you can 
write a play about. But rest as- 
sured. the world premiere of the 
next O’Casey play will take place in 
America.”
